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Fishing  Dept. 

Chomsky,  Others 
Subpoenaed

Although  Daniel  Ellsberg  has  been 
indicted  and  faces  trial  this  January,  the 
federal  government  continues  to  in¬ 
vestigate  other  people  who  might  have 
had  knowledge  of  Ellsberg  or  his  ac¬ 
tivities.  Last  week  grand  juries  in¬ 
vestigating  the  Pentagon  Papers  case  in 
Boston  and  Los  Angeles  issued  at  least 
seven  new  subpoenas.  Additionally,  it  was 
learned  that  FBI  agents  around  the 
country  have  been  conducting  what 
appear  to  be  harassing  interviews  with 
individuals  in  the  academic  and 
publishing  world. 

In  Boston,  MIT  professor  Noam 
Chomsky  has  been  subpoenaed  to  appear 
before  the  grand  jury  on  Thursday. 
Harvard  assistant  professor  Sam  Popkin 
has  been  subpoenaed  for  the  second 
time.  Popkin  was  interviewed  by  FBI 
agents  in  August  and  appeared  before  the 


Boston  grand  jury  briefly  last  month.  And 
Howard  Webber,  Director  of  the  MIT 
Press,  received  a  subpoena  to  appear  this 
week. 

In  Los  Angeles,  the  grand  jury  again 
subpoenaed  Ms.  Linda  Sinay,  a  personal 
friend  of  Ellsberg's  who  has  previously 
testified  about  Ellsberg  using  her  copying 
machine  to  xerox  certain  papers.  New 
subpoenas  were  also  issued  for  the 
following: 

—  Al  Appleby,  a  Los  Angeles  anti-war 
businessman  who  voluntarily  formed  a 
Dan  Ellsberg  Defense  Fund. 

—  Mel  Gurtov,  a  former  Rand  employee 
who  has  commented  favorably  to  the 
press  on  Ellsberg's  courage,  and  now 
teacher  at  the  University  of  California  at 
Riverside. 

—  Evon  Svenie,  a  personal  friend  of 
Ellsberg’s  from  when  he  lived  in  Los 
Angeles  and  worked  at  Rand. 

FBI  agents,  in  recent  weeks,  have  at¬ 


tempted  to  interview  at  least  five  guests 
who  attended  a  speech  by  Dan  Ellsberg 
given  at  the  home  of  Yale  professor 
Robert  Litton  on  August  6  in  Welfleet  on 
Cape  Cod  where  Litton  has  a  summer 
home.  Ellsberg  spoke  in  order  to  raise 
money  for  the  Berrigan  Defense  Fund. 

In  a  phone  interview,  Litton  —  who  was 
awarded  the  National  Book  Award  for  his 
study  of  the  survivors  of  Hiroshima  — 
explained  that  two  individuals  who  had 
been  present  at  the  party  were  recently 
,  approached  by  the  FBI  in  New  York  City. 

(When  one  of  them  refused  to  discuss  the 
gathering,  the  FBI  agent  said,  “You  know 
there  are  two  grand  juries  investigating 
the  Ellsberg  case,  don't  you?”  —  which 
appeared  to  be  a  veiled  threat  of  a  grand 
jury  subpoena  unless  the  individual  was 
cooperative. 

Litton  himself  was  contacted  via  phone 
by  the  resident  FBI  agent  in  Hyannis,  who  j 
said  that  he  merely  wished  “to  confirm  ' 
what  Ellsberg  had  said"  in  his  speech. 
Although  the  speech  had  been  fully  i 
covered  in  the  ProYincetown  papers  and 
by  the  national  wire  services,  the  FBI  man 
suggested  to  Litton  that  he  couldn’t  trust 
the  press  to  be  accurate. 

FBI  agents  have  continued  to  conduct 
interviews  at  Harvard.  Professor  James 
Thompson,  a  former  State  Department 
official  and  a  friend  of  Ellsberg’s  was 
visited  last  month.  And  in  recent  weeks, 
William  Harris  a  teaching  fellow  at  Har¬ 
vard,  who  is  an  expert  on  intelligence  and 
national  security,  was  interviewed  about 


Ellsberg,  whom  he  had  only  met  once  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Council  on  Foreign 
Relations.  FBI  agents  have  also  visited 
Howard  Webber,  Director  of  the  MIT 
Press,  in  an  attempt  to  learn  who  ap¬ 
proached  MIT  with  an  offer  to  publish  the 
Pentagon  Papers. 

In  Washington,  D.C.,  FBI  agents  at¬ 
tempted,  without  success,  to  interview 
David  Obst,  who  is  Daniel  Ellsberg's 
literary  agent  and  who  arranged  for 
Ellsberg’s  collected  articles  to  be 
published  next  month  by  Simon  and 
Schuster. 

Other  activity  in  the  Pentagon  Papers 
case  included  U.S.  District  Judge  Arthur 
Garrity’s  ruling  last  week  that  Leonard 
Rodberg,  an  aide  to  Senator  Mike  Gravel 
of  Alaska,  must  appear  before  a  Boston 
grand  jury.  Garrity  stated  that  Rodberg 
may  not  be  questioned  about  his  actions 
“to  the  extent  that  they  were  taken  at  the 
Senator’s  direction  either  at  a  meeting  of 
the  subcommittee  (on  Public  Buildings 
and  Ground  at  which  Gravel  read  the 
Pentagon  Papers  into  the  public  record) 
or  in  preparation  for  the  meeting." 

,  Garrity’s  order,  however,  permits 
I  questioning  about  Rodberg’s  role  in 
>  arranging  for  Beacon  Press  to  publish  the 
Pentagon  Papers. 

f  Garrity  decided  that  Senator  Gravel’s 
arranging  for  private  publication  of  the 
Pentagon  Papers  is  not  protected  by 
Congressional  immunity. 

Lawyers  for  Rodberg  and  Senator 
Gravel  are  appealing  the  decision.

Pappas: 


Center  Union  party  led  by 
George  Papandreou  was 
returned  to  power  with  a  clear 
majority,  it  promised  to 
renegotiate  the  Esso-Pappas 
contract  in  the  interests  of  the 
Greek  people.  To  meet  this 
threat,  Pappas'  friends  in  the  CIA 
came  in  handy. 

"When  I  was  handling  the 
renegotiations  with  Pappas 
during  the  Fall  of  1964,” 
Papandreou  said,  "Pappas  was 
forced  step  by  step  to  give  up  a 
large  number  of  his  monopoly 
rights.  Though  the  contract  was 
still  against  the  interests  of 
Greece,  it  was  much  less  so. 

“But  when  we  had  finished 
negotiations,  Pappas  failed  to 
show  up  in  my  Ministry  to  sign 
the  contract,”  Papandreou 
recalled.  "He  was  playing  a  game 
of  hide-and-seek.  Finally,  at  a 
press  conference,  I  issued  an 
ultimatum.  I  announced  that  we 
would  give  Pappas  seventy-two 
hours  to  sign  up  or  be  kicked  out 
of  Greece  lock  stock  and  barrel. 

“Pappas  finally  showed  up 
smiling  and  signed.  I  thought  the 
issue  was  over.  But  it  was  just 
the  beginning:  Pappas  went  to 
work  very  hard  with  the  forces 


that  were  plotting  against  us. 
Pappas  wanted  a  goverfimenf^ 
that  was  pliable,  purchaseable, 
and  he  went  to  work  with  the  CIA 
to  make  sure  he  got  it. 

"Pappas  is  the  shock  troop 
man  of  Standard  Oil.  He  does  the 
dirty  work  and  then  the  men  in  ' 
the  dark  grey  suits  that  believe 
in  high  morals  come  in.  But 
Pappas  worked  very  hard  behind 
the  scenes  with  the  American 
Embassy,  with  the  CIA  and  with 
our  political  enemies.  On  all  this 
there  is  evidence.  I  cannot  name 
names  because  I  want  to  protect 
my  friends  in  Greece.  But  there 
is  evidence;  I  wouldn't  be  saying 
it  otherwise." 

As  if  to  prove  his  point, 
Papandreou  names  one  name. 
“The  man  in  charge  of  the 
economic  section  of  the  U.S. 
Embassy  in  Greece  was  a  man 
named  McCoy,”  Papandreou 
said.  "McCoy  kept  calling  me  and 
telling  me  not  to  be  so  tough  on 
Pappas  as  I  was,  that  the  U.S. 
was  taking  a  dim  view  of  our 
efforts  to  renegotiate  the  con¬ 
tract.  The  interesting  thing  is 
that  after  the  whole  thine  was 
over,  McCoy  left  the  State 
Department.  And  where  did  he 
end  up?  With  a  high  office  in 
Standard  Oil  of  New  Jersey." 
Standard  Oil  refused  to  com¬ 
ment. 

"I  am  certain  that  Pappas 
played  an  active  role  in  over¬ 
throwing  my  father's  govern¬ 
ment.  We  had  a  majority  of  172 


out  of  300  members  of 
Parlflment;’^  Papandreou  said, 
"So  you  can  see  how  many  he 
had  to  buy  in  order  to  overthrow 
us.  I  know  he  tried  to  bribe  many 
people.  I  know  this  from  personal 
knowledge.  He  offered  my 
deputies  money,  anything  they 
wanted  in  order  to  leave  our 
party  and  vote  for  the  King's 
puppet  government.  The  average 
purchase  price  was  around 
$300,000.  And  of  course  the 
King,  the  Americans,  the  CIA,  the 
Pentagon,  the  State  Department, 
big  business,  they  made  it  in  the 
end. 

“Was  Pappas  using  his  own 
money?  I  don't  know.  Was  he 
using  CIA  money?  I  don't  know" 
Papandreou  asked.  “But  he  was 
working  for  the  CIA.  This  I  know 
for  a  fact.  In  July  of  1968  he  told 
a  Greek  paper  he  was  proud  to 
have  been  with  the  CIA.  And  the 
Pappas  Foundation  in  Boston 
was  uncovered  by  Ramparts  as  a 
CIA  cover  for  operations  in  Latin 
America.  This  boy  is  CIA  from  the 
word  go." 

Can  any  of  Papandreous' 
allegations  be  documented?  As 
far  as  Pappas'  connections  with 
the  CIA  are  concerned,  the 
answer  is  emphatically  yes.  In  an 
interview  with  the  Greek 
newspaper  Apogevmatini  in  July 
1968,  Pappas  acknowledged  his 
connections  with  the  CIA,  saying 
that  any  American  would  be 
proud  to  work  for  them.  Not 
surprisingly,  Pappas  has  been 


less  open  about  the  nature  of  his 
work  with  the  CIA.  Nevertheless, 
the  CIA  has,  through  the  Boston- 
based  Pappas  Charitable  Trust, 
enjoyed  his  favors  almost  as 
much  as  the  Republican  Party 
has.  According  to  the  Africa 
Research  Group,  in  1964  the 
Pappas  Charitable  Trust  con¬ 
tributed  $102,000  to  the  In¬ 
ternational  Development  Fund, 
an  organization  that  was  ex¬ 
posed  in  the  March  1967 
Ramparts  as  a  CIA  front  which 
“has  been  engaged  in  organizing 
anti-communist  peasant  unions 
in  Latin  America."  In  1963  and 
1965,  the  Pappas  trust  made 
contributions  of  $25,000  and 
$20,000  repectively  to  the 
Society  of  African  Culture, 
identified  in  the  same  issue  of 
Ramparts  as  a  CIA  conduit.  And, 
in  1964  and  1965,  Pappas'  trust 
channeled  $60,000  and  $63,800 
respectively  to  Operations  and 
Policy  Research  Incorporated, 
again  according  to  Ramparts,  a 
CIA  conduit. 

For  all  his  connections  with  the 
CIA,  the  junta,  and  high  placed 
officials  in  the  Nixon  Ad¬ 
ministration,  the  exact  nature  of 
Pappas'  role  as  a  formulator  of 
policy  towards  Greece  remains 
elusive.  Typical  is  his  role  in  the 
selection  of  Agnew  as  Nixon's 
Vice-Presidential  candidate. 

Pappas  himself  alternately 
boasts  of  having  played  a  key 


role  in  the  selection  of  Agnew 
and  denies  having  anything  to  do 
with  Agnew's  nomination.  Like  so 
many  other  aspects  of  Pappas' 
political  life,  the  real  story 
remains  in  the  hands  of  the 
power  elite. 

It  is  this  very  fact  that  gives 
rise  to  another  view  of  Thomas 
Pappas,  a  view  put  forth  by 
journalists,  congressional  aides 
and  observers  of  the  Greek  coup. 
Pappas,  the  story  goes,  likes  to 
pretend  to  be  closer  to  power 
than  he  actually  is,  his  reputation 
has  been  made  by  cultivating 
friendships  among  the  rich  and 
powerful.  "You've  heard  of 
Bernard  Goldfine,  the  rags-to- 
riches  man  who  made  a  lot  of 
powerful  friends  by  giving  away 
vicuna  coats  to  all  the  big  shot 
politicians,"  said  one  cynical 
congressional  aide.  "Thomas 
Pappas  is  nothing  more  than  a 
rich  man's  Bernard  Goldfine. 
Like  Goldfine,  all  he  wants  is  the 
approving  glance  of  men  in 
power." 

A  more  forceful  argument  is 
that  Pappas  is  now  having  dif¬ 
ficulties  with  the  military  junta 
that  rules  Greece,  that  he 
complains  they  are  devoting  too 
much  attention  to  people  like 
Onassis  and  Niarchos. 

“Onassis  just  started  an  oil 
refinery,"  one  journalist  points 
out.  "And  Pappas  doesn't  have 
nearly  as  much  money  as 
people  like  Onassis  and  Niar-
